CASTLE ROCK, WASH., July ll, 1970 - 
The Generation Gap closed briefly to- 
night and the experience of age prevailed.

Just into the start of the first turnin the 
19th lap, Aldana, who had held the lead 
most of the time since the sixth lap, was 
slightly bumped on the rear wheel by 
Mann, Aldana lost control and flipped his 
bike, sheering off the right handle bar, 
The rookie walked away, however--un- 
injured. Mann then won handily. 

When the incident occurred, both Al- 
dana and Mann were well in front of the

throughout, 

Both riders had to move through the 
midst of the front-runners before they 
could battle for first.

After Castro jumped to the lead off the 
line and Brelsford captured it before the 
lap was completed, the pair rode con- 
sistent races. Similar to the race for first 
was the race for third between these two, 
Castro maintained the advantage and 


finished second with Brelsford third. 


The victory by Mann was his second 
of the year, and the 53 points he picked 
up now places him atop the Point Stand- 
ings with 345. Jim Rice is second with 
320. 

Rice barely made it to the finals, ashe 
took seventh in the qualifying heats, This 
put him in the semiand there he appeared 
to have regained his form, as he took 
first, The Main wasal6-manrace, so the

As a constituent and one who has en- 
joyed motor-sport activities for many 
years, I have come to know, some haz- 
ards are inevitable, not only for the 
contestants but also for the spectator, 
For sake of spectator safety, I feel that 
upon admission to the race area, all 
persons should be given a brief memo, 
advising that any area around the course 
can be dangerous and other spots, i.e. 
turns, jumps, etc. are quite likely to 
allow the riders to lose control, and 
persons should provide the contestants 
with as much a safety marginas possible 
and not crowd into these potentially un- 
safe places, 

Hopefully, from the aforementioned, 
you consider that I realize legitimate 
racing, as all of life, is a risk, But, as a 
father, who elects to expose his children 
and their friends to competitive/ 
spectator sports, I was apalled with your 
lack of adequate ambulance facilities, 

It seems as though with a Meet of this 
magnitude, with the throngs of paid at- 
tendance, at least two ambulances could 
have been on stand-by, thereby not re- 
quiring the use of a pick-up truck to aid 
the injured, as happened in the multiple 
victim incident of the first race, Also, 
as it happened later on with the singular 
mishaps, we either waited for the one 
ambulance to return or ran the race 
without a unit on location, 

In conclusion, if sanctioned Motocross 
racing is to receive the support of my 
friends and relatives, promoters had 
best review the safety operations of their 
events, not only from the responsibility 
aspect, but also from the promotional 
angle,

Russ’s selection as Captain was an 
important part of this long range plan 
because it has already been proven that 
many would-be American Motocross 
racers who have journeyed forth to 
Europe promptly become disillusioned, 
even though a few have done fairly well, 
but none have shown the stick-to-itive- 
ness that Russ has demonstrated, This 
is his second year and he has constantly 
been improving. He now has a vast 
knowledge of the Motocross circut, knows 
people, and is liked both by the people 
and by the press. 

In 1971, it will be possible to send one 
or two young chargers over to travel 
with Russ, IF the AMXT membership 
continues to grow. He will be able to 
guide them correctly so that they will 
not become disillusioned and run home, 

Russ at the present time is not totally 
financed by the AMXT because not enough 
motorcyclists have joined the AMXT as 
yet. It’s not hard to figure out that if 
every patriotic American donated their 
$5.00, we could have an American World 
Champion within two to three years and 
as money is what makes most plans 
succeed, all our eggs are in one basket 
because the AMXT can’t afford to be 
offering’ money, trucks and other assit- 
ance to a bunch of would-be European 
heroes who don’t stick it out. 

Russ was and is our choice and weare 
pleased with the results so far, He just 
won his first Moto, beating some tough 
Europeans. Any member of the AMXTis 
entitled to look at the books at any time, 
Also, CYCLE NEWS, CYCLE WORLD, 
and other publications have seen the 
financial position on at leasttwo or more 
occasions, And as this is a non-profit 
organization, no salaries, etc., all ef- 
forts and time are also donated freely.

It was Keeter and not Conserriere who 
was the early leader in the final, Dewayne 
looked like he was on his way to his 
second win of the year when the frame 
broke on the sixth lap. 

This put him out of action and in the 
pits, Conserriere then took over but was 
pushed most of the way by Michigan rider, 
Robin Martin, a first year expert ona 
Triumph who was riding Ascot for only 
the second time, 

Paul got more running room in the final 
laps with Mel Lacher and Dave Smith 
coming on strong. So strong in fact that 
both riders passed Martin coming out of 
the final turn on the last lap, Lacher took 
second, Smith third and Martin fourth, 
Sammy Tanner jumped on Tom Rock- 
wood’s spare Triumph and finished in 
fifth, 

Michigan may have come close in the 
expert final and missed but Michigan did 
not miss in the Amateur Main Event. 
Rex Beauchamp, also making his second 
appearance, gunned into the lead on the 
fourth lap on his borrowed Triumph and 
went on to win.

LONG BEACH, CALIF, — In an independent calculation of AMA national points, 
Cycle News caught an American Motorcycle Association error last week, and quickly 
brought it to their attention, In last week's official release of the top ten in the 
National Point Standing, they had listed Dave Aldana in third place with a total of 264 
points, Checking into it, however, Cycle News discovered that Aldana actually had 
26" points, 

When confronted with the situation, the AMA discovered that in the San Jose 
National, Aldana finished fifth and was due eightpoints, In reality, the AMA had given 
him five points, the place he had finished.

BAKERSFIELD, CALIF., July 10, 1970 — It was learned today that Jimmy Raymond, 
up and coming Speedway rider, broke his leg last July 4 while racing at Bakersfield 
Speedway. 

Jimmy broke the femur bone inhis rightleg, This is the largest bone in the human 
body and it connects the knee to the hip. He was operated on last Thursday and the 
word is that he will be okay, but it will take Raymond a year to recuperate from 
this injury. 


Riverside Restrictions 


RIVERSIDE, CALIF., July 7, 1970— ‘‘Watered-down’’ was the term used by the local 
newspaper in referring to the ordinances passed by the City Council concerning 
motorcycles and their uses of off road or private property in the city of Riverside. 

The Council, over the mild protest of Police Chief L.T. Kinkead, passed an 
ordinance that outlaws the riding of any motorcycle off the public roads within 2,000 
feet of any residence or driving any motorcycle that does not conform to state 
noise laws. 

The Councilmen rejected a stricter law that would have barred operating a motor- 
cycle on private property unless the driver had the written consent of the owner in 
his possession. 

Kinkead said that the written permission proposal was the only type of motor- 
cycle restriction that was enforceable. 

“By the time we get out there, the kids can be 1,000 to 2,000 feet away. The only 
thing that's really enforceable is that permitfrom the property owner," Kinkead said, 

*I could support this," said Councilman Norton Younglove, who voted against 
requiring property owners permission, ‘‘only if we can find another place for people 
to ride. You’ll never be able to get enough property owners to agree to let people 
ride on their property." 

The restrictions will still allow cycle owners to ride their bikes on privately 
owned, uninhabited property provided they come no closer than 2,000 feet toa 
residence,

New Cycle Park Proposed 


By Dick Ahlefeld 


ANAHEIM, CALIF. July 6, 1970— Motor- 
cycles and minibikes churning up dirt 
and noise on vacant lots in the Southland 
is a hot problem, and it's been dropped 
into the hands of local government, Ana- 
heim, like many other cities, is planning 
ordinances to stop this trespassing. 

But awareness of the need goes further 
than that, and Anaheim for one is doing 
more than making laws. Itis considering 
replacement of these out-of-bounds lots 
and is investigating an old, discontinued, 
dump-site to convert to a recreation 
area, 

There are about 30 acres which can 
be developed into trails and track for 
the off-the-road motorcycle and mini- 
bike, The County of Orange and the State 
Highway Department own the land for 
which a lease can be negotiated, 

The proposed park will be divided 
equally between the minibikes and motor- 


cycles, each having its own section, All 
trails will be one way, reducing the 
chance of accidents, and man-made 


hazards to test a driver’s skills will ' 


be plentiful. 

The motorcycle area would have such 
features as motocross course with 
bumps, sand, hills, turns, and a water 
obstacle. In addition one-way trails and 
steep hill-climbs would offer a challenge 
to the riders, 

Progressive cities, like Anaheim, are 
recognizing this need and should be 
congratulated for proposing to do some- 
thing about it, The anticipated recrea- 
tional park may be a great distance from 
the neighborhood vacant lot, but the 
former beats jamming the freeways to 
migrate to out-of-the-County areas, The 
enthusiastic rider can be closer tohome 
and have more time for his riding plea- 
sure,

Letter From Russ Darnell In Europe , 


ST, NAZARINE, FRANCE, June 23, 1970- 
Sunday, the 21st I racedatSt, Meme here 
in France, I rode two classes of inter- 
national events, 250cc and 500cc! Both 
classes were full races of three legs 
each, In each class the first two legs 
were 10 laps, then the last leg was 12. 
I raced 64 laps total! 

We arrived at the course early Satur- 
day afternoon and set up camp in apatch 
of deep shade in the pits which were 
located in a small forest glen with a 
river running through. I practice Satur- 
day from 6:00 in the evening to 9:00, 
Still light very late, 

The course is very long and demand- 
ing. Grass, steep up and down hills, 
fourth gear straight, and low gear cor- 
ners, Extremely tiring and rough, Start 
system was a speedway gate, 

The promoter came and offered the 
riders $200 to anyone who would jump 
the river that ran by the course, The 
river was about 50 ft. wide where he 
wanted us to jump. I thought I could 
probably do it, but another rider who had 
been at this circuit before told me about 
the last guy to try it. “He almost made 
it!" the guy says to me. ''And then they 
took him to the hospital!" Pass... ... 

The first race of the day was a 250 
international event, I won the start and 
tried to get away from the pack in the 
dust, I led for 7 laps then blew the lead 
on a hill. Soren Lodel, Danish champion, 
slipped by before I could get going quick 
again, but I didn't lose any other places, 
I caught Lodel again and we diced the 
whole race to the finish, I could not re- 
pass him so I finished 2nd in that leg. 

I went directly to the pits, threw my- 
self off the bike to lay in the shade for 10 
minutes rest before the first 500 race. 
My father pushed the 500 machine to the 
line while I took a breather and doused 
myself with cold water, Ten minutes went 
by awfully quick and we were called for 
the start, 

I got away to a poor start in the 500 
race and came around in 9th place on the 
first lap. Gordon Adsett from England 
had the lead and he was being battled by 
Linstrom from Sweden and Thompson 
from Scotland, who rides BSA fro Eric 
Chaney, I caught the German, Eilsenbach, 
then Ohlin from Sweden, and then Lind- 
strom fell and I passed him just as he 
got going again. The finishing order was

Adsett, Regnault (a Frenchman who 
rides a Triumph-Metisse), Thompson, 
Bernhard, Graham, and I placed 6th, 

I was getting tired by this time as I 
had just raced 2 thirty minute races with 
only a ten minute rest between, I flopped 
down in the shade again, and my dad got 
the 250 up in good position on the start 
line. Cheri dried my helmet outand gave 
me a new jumper and clean goggles. I 
washed up a bit, and we were called up 
again for the 2nd 250 race, I sort of 
caught a second wind at the start and 
again won the lead in the 250 battle.I led 
Soren Lodel and Jan Johansson until the 
7th lap when I slid out and lost the lead, 
I recaught the leaders and passed into 
second place behind Lodel where! stayed 
to the finish. 

With the effort of catching up in that 
race I was really not looking forward to 
going out again for another 500 race just 
ten minutes later, At the start of the 
second 500 international event I got into

Holland and Jolliet of France around, 
but I just couldn't press on hard enough to 
get by, so I finished 7th in that race just 
sort of maintaining my position, Adsett 
won again with Regnault second, Regnault 
is one of the few international riders to 
race a Triumph-Metisse and he goes 
extremely well on it, Third was the 
Scotsman Thompson. 

That was my 4th international race of 
the day! I had only two more events, one 
250cc and one 500cc before I could re- 
lax, The last two legs were 10 minutes 
longer than the first races, so they were 
that much more grueling. 

In the last 250cc race I had a bit of 
luck and won the start for the third time, 
I started getting away from the pack for 
awhile, but again I slid out and lost the 
lead. I came back determindly and final- 
ly got back into the lead, Lodel chased 
me hard and fell off in theattempt, slow- 
ing down the several other chasing com- 
petitors for a few seconds, and allowing 
me to build a small lead — just before 
the end I slipped out of the groove on a 
corner, and fell from tiredness, I didn’t 
kill the engine and just managed to not 
lose a position, I crossed the finish line 
first, for the first time in Europe for me, 
Soren Lodel was second, then Johanssen, 
Ohli, Grahm, and Pronier, 

I was elated with the win and even 
looking forward to the final 500cc race. 
I made a good start and held a hard, 
steady pace to the finish for a 5th place, 
Adsett again took the win followed by 
Regnault, Linstrom, Jolliet and Wiebe. 

I was totally happy to get off my bike 
after 64 laps of international motocross! 
Two classes is just too difficult in this 
level of competition. They called the top 
3 in each class to the podium for the 
presentation and I made 2nd for the day 
in the 250cc and 6th in the 500cc, I was 
proud to stand on the podium while they 
played our national anthem and present- 
ed us with flowers and trophies, 

Much later, after everyone had gone, 
and everything was again quiet in the 
pits, I comforted my blistered hands 
and eased my tired, aching body into 
bed, “Boy’’, I though, ‘‘I can hardly wait 
until next week!"
